It  haji  been  dctnunslrated,  und  fairly  conclu- 
sively, that  the  more  machines  the  Germans  use 
In  their  raids  on  Great  Britain,  or  on  ship  con- 
voys, the  more  ihcy  will  in.sr.  The  defenders  have 
the  advantage,  and  111  the  bi^Kest  air  raid  of  the 
war,  so  far,  that  of  Thursday  last,  sixty  ^ncmy 
marhine  were  .shot  d<jwn  whilo  the  British  lost 
sixteen.  11  is  becoming  inuic  appaniil  that  the 
British  have  mastered  air  tactics,  both  in  offen- 
sive and  defensive  fighting,  to  a  greater  extent 
than  the  enemy.  Their  pilots  possess  daring; 
their  machines  are  more  manoeuvrable.  War  in 
tlio  air  is  proving  a  tr.umph  for  British  ent^ineer- 
Ing  skill  as  well  a^  for  Britiibh  courage.  It  is  the 
case  In  raids  on  enemy  objectives  that  Royal  Air 
Forco  bombers  fly  .sufTlrlcntly  low  to  make  .sure 
of  their  targets,  whereas  the  Germans  often  do 
their  bombing  from  great  heights.  The  much- 
vaunted  air  arm  of  Herr  Goebbels  Is  gradually 
being  confiuercfl.  Already,  despite  Germany's 
numerical  MipcrKjnty  in  the  air.  far  greater  dam- 
Age  is  being  inflicted  by  British  than  by  German 
raiders.  In  aerial  fighting  the  enemy  is  playing 
second  fiddle.

For  a  publirntioti  de- 
signed for  womanhood  it  is  harclly  coinpUmi  n- 
tary,  for  It  says  that  "female  voices  have  gone 
coar.se;  .so  have  manners,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
detoft  delicacy  in  modern  feet;  feet  have  ex- 
paiKit  fi  along  with  the  suffrage  movement."

Minister  nf  National  Defence, 
was  recently  asked  in  the  Iiou.se  of  Common^  if 
men  to  be  conscripted  for  home  defence  would 
defend  Canada  outside  the  three-mile  limit  of 
Canada's  territorial  waters  Ills  reply  was  tliat 
they  would  not.  It  would  .seem  futile,  therefore, 
to  put  conscripts  in  the  navy  or  In  the  air  force, 
and  yet  many  of  them  mlcht  h.ivo  preferences 
for  such  services.  It  would  be  a  furce  to  havi 
men  In  the  navy  who  would  only  be  expected  t^l 
fight  within  the  three  mile  limit,  and  equally, 
farcical  to  have  an  air  personnel  that  could  only 
engage  an  enemy  over  a  limited  area,  and  one 
where  he  could  do  the  most  dama;;e.
